Feb. 19.— The steamer 
Kangohi, loaned by the Japanese for the 
purpose, has arrived here with the n 
mains of Admiral Ting, the Chinese 
naval commander, who committed sni 
oide after the snrrender of his fleet to 
the Japanese at Wei-Hai-Wei. 

The steamer also brought tho bwlies 
of Commander Liu and Claptain Yang 
of the Chinese flagship C'hen Yuen and 
CJenoral (-hang, commander of military 
forces at VVei-Hai- Wei, all of wlioiii 
killed tliemsrlves rather than suffer the 
punishment that would have Im'cii nicted 
out to them by tlie emperor for tho f;iil 
ure of his forces to rep(>l the .lapanose. 
The .Japanese paid tho greatest rosjR'ct 
to Admiral Ting's tcuiains. <'ai)t.iii 
Yang shot himself ao the Japanese went 
over the side of hlifltih ip. 

Jap* Attaok a DefeoMleiis City. 

London, Feb. 19,— A special dispatch 
to The Times from S)iati;,'hai says in 
connection with the attack upon i'eng 
Chou by the .lapanese tliaf tlie Ameri- 
can missionaries confirm tho report that 
the place was entirely defen.«ele88, the 
forts and the Chinese camp being situ 
ated some distance from the city.

18 not a memlsT of the Electrical Work 
ers' union, this board declares that it 
will order on strike every man in the 
building trades, and as the board claims 
its mandate will extend to every man 
at work anywhere within a radios of Co 
miles of this city, 80,000 men wlO go 
out on strike when ordered. 

The electrical workers say that Ave 
years ago they notified the Electrical 
Contractors' association that if on or 
after Feb. 16 the/ were not limited to 
eight hoars for a day's work they would 
strike. 

Wages had nothing to do with the 
question — men getting |S a day, fore- 
men f :J.50 a d<iy.

The strikers held a meeting last night 
and resolved to remain firm in their de- 
mauds.

The twenty-seven policemen of Lexing- 
ton, and the Police Jndpe, who ie none 
otlier than the Hon. J. li. Jewell, are juat 
now in a terrible stew, says a special. 

The cause of the trouble is a question 
which has been raised by members of 
the (ienenil Council in regard to fat 
fees which they have been drawing from 
the State in felony cases, and which it is 
claimi'il belong; ri^-htfully to the city. 

These fees for the year 1894 aloue 
amount to neariy fS.OOO, and it may be 
iniairincil that the settling of their lejial 
ity is awaited with much anxiety by the 
coppers.

The enterprise of a merchant, of a con- 
tractor, of A mine dealer, even of a ahop- 
kocpcT, r.iay now cover the whole world 
and may bo carried ou, moreover, main- 
ly ujion credit It m.iy bo doubted 
win t her, eict pt in thone transactions 
which are culled "financial, ' and which 
realljr mean the taking of heavj bribes 
for pecuniary support, any one tranaao* 
ti< :i I'ver yie lds quite as niuoh as the 
sanin tr;Wi.'^actioi!.s would have yielded 
00 year.^ ago; whether, for example, any 
cargo over produces ton for tou an otjual 
margin of profit, or whether any cus- 
tomer in a ahop pa^s quite so heav7 a 
peroentago on the gooda ha bnji. 

It is the magnitude and multiplica- 
tion of cargoes which yield fortunes, 
the thousands instead of luindrrds of 
customers w hom clever dealors may iu- 
duco to spend money. The new system 
of rapid turnover is, of course, precisely 
the same thing — the dealer selling four 
times what ba did and nslng only the 
lame capital. This adTantage of scale is 
almost entirely wanting to the profos- 
lioual man, for the obvious reason that 
he is hampered by limitations of time. 

There are only 600 minutes in a hard 
workad day, and tha aaate aflar in- 
come, be he as able M ha m»j or aa da- 
oided or as rapid, moat glre soma of 
those minutes to each client or patient 
or contractor with a difficulty to meet 
If he does not, he loses custom, and 
with onstom inoome ranidly slips away. 
There are no dooM nTorita lawyers, 
iootom and even engineers whose ad- 
Tioe is sought at great expense, when 
equally good advice is jirocurable much 
cheaper, but still the favorites must give 
their advice and lose their days in doing 
it, or th^y will speedily be deserted. 

Nothing oan alter this Urst law. while 
the exaggeration of professional fees la 
kept down In the case of solicitors by 
positivo statute, in that of dw^tors by an 
etiquette diHiuult to define or explain — 
there seems to be no reason why a great 
physician should not charge according 
to skill— and in that of barristers and 
engineers, by a competition, which, 
though never acknowledged, is none the 
less real and efTective. We can not see 
what is to alter this condition of affairs, 
and do not t eliove that, however 3ivl- 
lization may develop itself, professional 
skill will ever again be the quickest 
road to large aootunulationa.— London 
Spectator.
